Delinquent Tax Sales. 


The general revenue act of March 
last does not alter the method of re­ 
demption of property sold to private 
parties before the enactment of the 
new law, holds Attorney-General Fitz­ 
gerald in a brief but important com 
munication addressed by him yester­ 
day to the State Controller. 
The new 
act differs from the old one in that it 
provides that in default of the taxes 
thereon the property assessed shall be 
sold to the State, and not to the pri­ 
vate tax-title buyer as heretofore. No 
provision was, however, made as to 
the redemption of property acquired 
by individuals under the former sys­ 
tem, and to ascertain what couise he 
should pursue, the State Controller re­ 
quested the advice of the State's legal 
adviser, with the 
following result:
